I have a deal of sympathy with the 
young man in business between the age 
of twenty and twenty-five.-There -is 
not a more trying point in his life. He 
is neither one thing northe other. He 
is in constant friction between his own 
belief that he ‘is capable, and his em- 
ployer’s belief that he is young and 
therefore inexperienced. Say what we 
will, to be a very young man, and in 
business, is nothing more or less than 
a positive misfortune. -No-matter-how 
much older he may be in judgment 
than his years, his opinion is not con- 
sidered worthy of respect. ‘He is 


young,” and that is the-sum-and-sub-- 


stance of it: Try as he may, he can- 
not overcome the prejudice‘of business 
men against the judgment of men 
younger than twenty-five or thirty. It 
is unquestionably true that a youny 
man’s judgment cannot amount to 
much before twenty-five, and it 1s a 
period of our experience, that we must 
all passthrough. At the same time, I 
think ’employers are apt to make this 
too manifest with young men,and there- 
by do much to dampen their spirits and 
stamp out natural ambitions. It is true 
that a young man at twenty-five often 
resents mere encouragement. It is)pat- 
ronage he seeks. And I believe there 
is possible a happy commingling of the 
two which, if more generously ex- 
tended, would be mutually advanta- 
geous, It is cruel to make a young 
man feel that he is a cipher in the busi- 
ness world., He cannot be a factor: that 
I grant. At the same time, there lies 
between the two extremes a happy me- 
dium, the giving of that encourage- 
ment that seems patronage even jf it 
does not absolutely partake of it. 
What, in short, I wish to bring before 
employers is the importance of recog- 
nizing more directly this trying point 
in a young man’s life in the business 
world, and the advamtage of making it 
less difficult for him to pass through 
that period, It is, surely, not too 
much to ask of business men than they 
shall ‘Yemember their own young man- 
hood, and observe the spirit of the 
golden rule of doing unto others as we 


would that others.had done, or did, to |.

The experiment was success- 
cidedly longer than those of the same 


size and quality without wrapping. Sim- 

ilar experiments are reported with ap- 
ples thus prepared a year ago for exhibi- 
tion at the World’s res with like suc- 
cessful results.._Reported accounts state 


that these were wrapped in paper and 


in barrels, and- they had. the ad- 
vantage of cold storage, the uniform 
temperature being 83 degrees. They all 
came out -in splendid order in May and 
June, with their characteristic flavor, 
though some of them were fall varieties 
hard-to..keep...They kept well two to 
four weeks after opening. 


Marketing ges. : 
The enterprising manager of the-cele- 
brated Dummitt orange grove has adopt- 
ed a novel though efficacious method for 
marketing his fruit. He places in a box 
acard on which is printed a notice to 
the opener of the box that the fruit was 


carefully picked and packed and should |" 
reach its. destination in'‘good condition. - 


He asks in the card if this 1s not the case 
that it be returned to him with the com- 
plaint noted thereon, promising to look 
into the matter. On the other hand, if 
the fruit is satisfactory, the purchaser is 
also asked to note that fact on the card 
and return it. This is a very excellent 
way tomake a good name for the fruit, 
says the Orlando Reporter. |

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MYSTERIOUS TIMBUKTU. 


{Interesting Facts Concerning the “Holy 
City” of Central Africa. 

How many readers know in detail more 

about Timbuktu than that it is a mysteri- 


enseless town, dependent for 
its supply of food on the fleet of vessels and 
boats that ply on the Niger. It is situated 
on a terrace of sand a few miles north of 
the Niger. 

From. a distance Timbuktu. looks like.a 
“mhass of fll lookiig hotisés built’ of earth 
dominating a sandy ‘ridge. It is built in 
the shape of atriangle, with its apex to- 
ward the north, and isabout three miles in 
circumference. It contains some good 
houses of stone and several mosques, The 
most famousis the Great Mosque, which

was founded by the king of the Melle in. 


1897 and isa fine building, “This mosque 
stands outside the town and is surrounded 
by extensive ruins, which prove that Tim- 


than it is today. 

Timbuktu is divided into seven quar- 
ters, and the most populous part is the 
“southern. The inhabitants consist chiefly 
of the Sonrhay, Touaregs, Fellatahs, Arabs 
of vatious tribes, Bambaras, Mandingos 
and Foulas. The population has been esti- 
mated at from 16,000 to 20,000 persons. They 
are intelligent and industrious and have 
the reputation of being kind to strangers. 
Timbuktu is mefely a great market, the 


point of reunion for merchants. Here the 


wares of the north are exchanged for those 
of the south. The-sultan-of the. Touaregs 
does not liveinthecity. It is ruled bya 
kind of mayor, who receives his authority 
from the former and acts in accordance 
with his behests. 

The.port. of Timbuktu jis at Cabra, a 
smatl town of somié 400 houses, about five 
miles distant. he Niger, with its fleet of 
vessels and boats passing to and fro, gives 
great life to the scene. The environs of 
Timbuktu are peopled by numerous tribes. 
On the west are various Arab tribes; part 
of the | tribe of the Berabich; on the 


ent dominant power in Timbuktu and 
masters of the middle course of the Niger, 
while on the south, across the river, are the 
Sonrhays. Alimsar is the paramount chief 
of the Touareg tribe. Timbuktu is sup- 
‘posed to have been founded by the Toua- 
regs about the fifth century of the Hegira. 
It is only since the seventeenth century 
that Europeans have visited Timbuktu. 
Until then it was known only by report as 
a fabled land of wealth and magnificance. 


Bread For the Germans. 

There have been efforts made by the agri- 
cultural department to teach the Germans 
how to bake and eat corn bread. The at- 
tempt to increase the consumption of maize 
by this method has been a failure thus far. 
It appears that maize bread does not har- 
monize with the rest of the diet generally 
preferred by the Germans and to which 
they are accustomed. *:Rye bread will al- 
ways be the bread for the majority of Ger- 
mans, and bread made from the very 
choicest of wheat flour is demanded by the 
wealthy classes. 

Famous Laces. 

The famous honiton laces belonging to 
Queen Victoria, may possibly be-taken to 
Coburg in honor of the wedding of Prin- 
cess Melita of Edinburgh. These laces, veil, 
bodice trimmings and flounces have only 
been worn four times by the queen—at her 
own marriage and at the weddings of the 
princess royal, the Duke of Albany and 
the Duchess of York. The queen values 
the laces highly, and it was esteemed a 
great favor when she allowed them to be 
used in adorning the wedding gown of Prin- 
cess. ice. é

CROWN GRAFTING. - 


An Easy and Very Effective Method of 
Grafting Old Trees. 

If there is any better plan than the 
following, it is not known to The Rural 
New Yorker. That authority claims

We will 
suppose-the-stock illustrated to be six 
inches in diameter and that -six scious 
are to be inserted: -The stock after re- 
ceiving the six scions is shown at C, 
Grafting wax is not needed. A thick 
paper may be wound about the top of 
the stock extending about an inch above 
it and securely tied with strong twine, 
as shown at D. The space above the 


stock. encircled-by.the inch of paper.may. 


then be filled tothe top of the paper with 
a@ puddle of soil and water, made so thin 
that itcan be readily poured from any 
suitable vessel. This mud protects the 
surface of the wood of the stock and ¢x+ 
cludes the air from the insertions, It 
gives every advantage of wax without 
its-objections. ,.Of course stocks of any 
size may be worked in this way. One, 
two or any number of scions may be in- 
serted according to the size of the stock. 


, Geoseberry Culture. 

Seed for planting’ for all kinds of fruit 
should be thoroughly ripe, says a writer 
in The Journal of Agriculture. For 
gooseberries squeeze out the pulp and 
mix enough dry sand to absorb the mois- 
ture. Mix with your hands. Plant or 
sow in drills like radish. The seed bed 
should be deep, moist soil, covered with 
well rotted manure. As a general rule 
seeds germinate and grow most readily 
when buried to a depth of from three to 
five times their diameter in soil of ordina- 
ry moisture for seeds planted in midsum- 
mer, In absence of rain, water every 
two to four days. As hot sun will kill 
them when first coming through the 
ground, they therefore require a shade. 

I-find the--best- way isto drive four 
stakes or forks to lay on poles to hold 
brush one to three feet from the ground. 
This mode is only practiced where new 
varieties. are sought for. Gooseberries, 
like most all other fruits, will not repro- 
duce themselves from the seed, planting 
same fruit as the parent—as a rule, not 
one out of a hundred. Again, if one out 
of a hundred is as good as the parent, 
and one out of a thousand better, it is 
evidently for good luck for the experi- 
menter. 

Gooseberries and _currants_are_prop- 
agated and grown from cuttings like 
grapes. The directions above on goose- 
berries apply equally to séeds of cur- 
rants, strawberries, raspberries, black- 
berries, huckleberries and Russian mul-- 
berries, but Downing and Hicks ever- 
bearitig mulberries I have planted or 
sown for two years in the same bed and 
given the same care, but they failed to 
grow from the seed. They are readily 
pore’ or grown by grafting on the 

ssian stock. 

Twenty years ago I paid $6 for apple 
seed and planted them, and not one in a 
hundred grew, as at that e I didn’t 
know how to scald or how'to expose 
them to the action of the frost. ' 


A Word About Nasturtiume, 

If you have a very small spot for flow- 
ers, you can have all the nasturtiums you 
wish for. If you have sun, they won't 
mind poor soil, but will run‘riot over al- 
most anything, making a gorgeous color- 
ing. Buy the best mixed seed, and you 
will find many lovely shades, from the 
faintest sulphur-yellow.to the richest of 
maroon and orange shades, Wire net- 
ting fastened securely to posts and nas- 
turtiums planted on each side will make 
a fine hedge. Planted at the top of a 
high grass bank or terrace and allowed 
to trail down, they will make a good show. 


A Favorite Climber. ” 

The sweet is a familiar climber, 
but many. do not succeed with it, The 
most successful way is to plant early 
where they will have the sun at least 
during the forenoon, water in dry weath- 
er and keep them from going to seed. 
Just as soon as the pods form they stop 
blooming to a great extent. Pick the 
flowers freely and let none go to seed. 
A sweet pea hedge, made of wire netting 
six feet in height, is a fine sight when 
covered with plants in bloom.

instances to Prove That .Vaccina Secures 
Maly Limited Immunity From Smallpox. 
French Sentiment In Favor of Compulsory 
Vaccination Increasing. 


M. Schrevens of Tournay, in a recent 
report to the Academie de Medecine de 
Belgique, insists on the government mak- 
ing up its mind to bring before the Jegis- 
lature a law-on obligatory vaccination. 
He shows that in spite of the creation by 
the state of an institute of vaccination 
the death rate of smallpox, after having 
decreased for a certain time, rose again 
in 1892 through carelessness and impru- 
dence.. Childrén not vaccinated contin- 
to be received in the schools, he says; 
the rag trade is not watched in any way; 
the isolation of contagious diseases in the 
hospitals is not enforced; while work- 
men, boatmen, traveling showmen and 
country letter carriers scatter the germs 
of the disease right and left after being 
ill by resuming their occupations prema- 


nen . 
It_is-in vain, adds M. Schrevens, that 
the Belgium government founds its 
hopes on the regulations which the pro- 
vincial councils are elaborating concern- 
ing the general organization of vaccina- 
tion. The law is the only radical and cer- 
tain measure in such questions. 
Thave taken a good deal of trouble to 
sa advanced by this writer, 

and in a paper addressed to the Academie’ 
de Medecine de Paris I showed’ that a 
law making vaccination obligatory is 
impatiently awaited in France also, and 
would have a very direct relation to the 
national defense. 

While it is to be hoped that in case of 
another war we should not again see, as 
in 1870, 25,000 of our own people succumb

this way the risk of becoming a danger 
of contagion, 

The more one thinks on this question 
the less comprehensible becomes the hes- 
itancy: shown: to give the strength of a 
law to an obligation demanded by public 
opinion. I known quite well that there 
are more or less earnest adversaries of 
vaccination, and that various antivacci- 
nation leagues serve as a rallying point 
to those who loudly claim the title of de- 
fenders of our liberties. But liberty is a 
term that must always be taken in a_rel- 
-ative-manner,-and-the-liberty-to-do-one 
thing implies that something else is for- 
bidden and imposes on society the duty 
of preventing one of its members from 
becoming a danger to the rest. What- 
ever may be said or done, it is inadmis- 
sible that any one should have the free- 
dom to damage a neighbor. 

The efficacy .of vaccination can no 
longer be doubted. Its value has been 
tested and consecrated by time and ex- 
perience, and it shouldbe known every- 
where that it is by inoculating vaccina 
that we protect ourselves from smallpox 
and are rendered refractory to its action. 

I am quite aware that the following 
objection is often made, and that it is 
said that it is not true that vaccination 
prevents smallpox, and that cases are 
cited in which a person properly vacci- 
nated has taken smallpox, In spite of 
this I maintain my affirmation:.and shall 
explain clearly, I hope, how a vaccinated 
person may take smallpox and even how 
smallpox and vaccina can be seen going 
through their evolution together on the 
same person. 

Take a child who has never been vac- 
cinated and inoculate him in six places 
—three on each arm. These will be fol- 
lowed by the appéarance of six fine pus- 
tules, and it is quite possible that if a 
seventh and eighth inoculation had been 
made they would have been followed by 
a seventh or eighth pustule., 

What does this prove? That satura- 
tion has possibly not been reached and 
that a certain amount of receptivity to 
the virus still remains. The immunity 
may be complete, but it may also be only 
partial. If a man vaccinated six, seven, 
eight or ten years ago beinoculated with 
the same vaccine matter used for the 
child and with the same care in six 
places, instead _of- six pustules, as in the 
former case, Only one, two or three may 
form. Saturation is manifest in this in- 
stance, and his immunity is complete. 

With another patient revaccinated suc- 


cessfully threé months, s# months or a~ 


year ago, and with whom the number of 
pustules was less than the number of in- 
oculations. made, however much care I 
may take in inoculating him again, I 
shall fail altogether. In this case satu- 
ration is complete and immunity against 
smallpox absolute, 

Observation has proved the legitimacy 
of the comparison between the Virus of 
vaccina and the virus of smallpox, which, 
acting as two reagents of the same fam- 
ily, may replace or complete each other. 
If I represent by 10 the maximum re- 
ceptive power of a person for smallpox, 
I am able by inoculating vaccina to com- 
pletely annihilate its power by conferring 
an immunity of 10, or I can do so incom- 
pletely by an immunity of, nine, eight, 
seven, etc., by making an insufficient 
number of inoculations. 

It is easy to understand that a recep- 
tive power of 10 defended by an immuni- 
ty of seven, for instance, leaves a recep- 
tive power of. three for smallpox. This 
js how smallpox may. break out.on a vac- 
cinated, person, and thisis also why small- 
pox and vaccina may go through their 
evolution together, but in such cases the 
smallpox will be always light and mild. 

The question of quantity must there- 
fore be taken into account.in conferring 
immunity against smallpox, especially as 
this immunity lessens with time in areg- 
ularly progressive manner, robe 

The conclusion is that vaccina is the 
preservative against smallpox, but since 
the immunity conferred may only be 
partial and decrease with timeit-is well 
to be revaccinated periodically every six 
or eight years, and again, as a matter of 
precaution, whenever there is an ont- 
break of smallpox.—Paris Herald.

Cream Ricé Pudding. 

Wash two tablespoonfuls of rice and add 
to it a teacupful of granulated sugar, a tea- 
spoonful of grated nutmeg, a teaspoonful of 
vanilla, a pinch of salt and a quart of rich 
milk. This should be in an earthen or an 
agate pudding dish. Stand it ina slow 
oven and stir it very often. When the rice 
is very soft, remove the brown crust that 
may have formed over the top, stir ina lit- 
tle cold milk and let the pudding bake till 
the consistency of cream; then it is done. 
Let it get just'a little brown over the top. 


Celery Soup, 

A celery scup is by no means to be de- 
spised. Put four or five heads of celery 
with a small onion in a stewpan of boiling 
water. When tender, drain and pass it 
through a sieve. Now dilute it with some 
of the water in which it was boiled and sea- 
son to taste. Beat up a couple of eggs with 
a gill of cream and stir into the soup over 
the fire till hot, but not boiling. Chicory 
can be treated in the same manner. 


Making Codfish Balls, 

Soak the fish till soft and pick into fine 
shreds; have a quantity of cold mashed po- 
tatoes or cold boiled rice. Mix the fish thor- 
oughly with either, using half the quantity 
of fish that you do of: potatoes or rice, and 
make out into little round flat cakes. Dip 
them in beaten egg, and roll in flour, sifted 
meal or finely powdered cracker crumbs, 
and fry in hot butter or drippings, 


- Eroning Napkins.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—Many of the la- 
bor leaders in this city are incensed at 
the arrest of the 40 unemployed who 
reached this city Saturday evening from 
Cincinnati, and declare that the proceed- 
ing was without lawful authority.

last week Thursday evening, at his home 
on Pleasant Street, aged 73 years. r 

.He was born in Falkirk, Scotland, in 
1821, but soon removed to Glasgow, 
where he served an apprenticeship and 
mastered the trade of moulding. In 1874 
he came to Lawrence and joined his son 
and daughter, Mr. Andrew McLean and 
Miss Annie McLean, fiow Mrs. Miller of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., who had already estab- 
lished a home there. His residence in 
town and that of the family has contin- 
ued about eight years. Several years of 


faithful service. were given in the foun- 
dry of the Davis & Furber Machine Co. 


He naturally preferred a quiet home life 
but was ever ready to respond to the call 
ofa neighbor or friend. Although his 
life here was uneventful, yet hé could 
easily recall scenes and incidents in con- 
nection..with life in earlier years in Scot- 
land which were quite the reverse. 

Mr. McLean was quite prominently 
identified in the labor reform questions 
and while in Glasgow he, with others, 
was chosen to represent his fellow work- 


employers in reducing the hours of labor. 
The question at the time affected large 
numbers.of working people and was ami- 
cably settled,as he never favored tumult. 
He was in a manner connected with the 
once famous Chartists who instituted a 
reform movement to relieve the oppres- 
sion of ‘the people, but not being in ac- 
cord with the adherents and the meth- 
ods adopted to accomplish the purposes, 
he withdrew from their company. He 
‘was- always ready to defend the rights of 
others, oft’times to the injury of his own 
chances; his sturdy qualities and natural 
brightness inspiring the trust and confi- 
dence of his fellowmen which. enabled 
them to say: “This was a man.”’ 

1n 1841 he married Miss Jane Patter- 
son of Glasgow, ‘who now survives him. 
He leaves also a sister Mrs. James 
Thompson, and five children— Miss Eliza- 
beth, Mr. Andrew, Miss Jennie, of town, 
and Mrs. A. N. Miller and Mr. Swinton 
McLean of Brooklyn, N. Y.
